Gold Mine Comes Back. 
Jn the days when New Mexico was a 
hinterland an Indian showed some 
spat'linens of rook lie had found on 
Bukl;\ peak to white man, who recog­ 
nized them as copper ore and who. 
guided by the Indian, found the ledge 
and located a prospect. 
Tile men do­ 
ing development work on this copper 
prospect in I Stiff found placer gold and 
traced it to its parent ledge. The plac­ 
ers yielded $2,250,000 and the gold 
mi ne* a bout $1,150,000, but the rich ore 
was exhausted in a few years, and for 
over forty years desultory protecting 
for other ore bodies was carried on 
without notable results. 
In recent 
years prosjiecting based on the geologic 
relations of the old ore body resulted 
hi the discovery of a new body of rich 
cue. which has yielded nearly $250,000 
In ten months and is still producing. 


Big Deposit of Magnesite. 
A massive deposit of magnesite of 
■nusufil character that has recently 
l»een brought to tho attention of the 
United States geological survey pron* 
Des to yield a large and readily avail­ 
able supply of til is material. The de­ 
posit lies in Clark county, Nev., in the 
valley of Muddy river, one of the trib­ 
utaries of Virgin river, a few miles 
above the town of St. Thomas. 
Mag­ 
nesite is coming into use in the manu­ 
facture of cement for floors, for artifi­ 
cial marble and tile and to a certain 
extent as a stucco for exterior finish. 
Carbon dioxide is maim Pa clarini from 
raw magnesite, and the use of finely 
ground caastic calcined magnesite in 
fire retarding paint, is now one of Its 
important applications. 


Pulley B r a k e F o r F ire Escape. 
A rope and pulley fire escape of un­ 
usual design has lately been patented, 
says Popular Mechanics. With this type 
the user grasps an inclosed pulley with 
his right hand, crawls out of the win­ 
dow and slides on a rope to tile ground, 
his hold on tin* pulley checking the rate 
of descent and in fact definitely deter­ 
mining that speed. 
This is possible 
J through the peculiar design of the pul­ 
ley. Within the shell it consists of an 
ordinary flanged wheel mounted on an 
axle in the usual way. Tile rope used 
in the descent is looped two or three 
'times around this pulley and allowed

to dangle down below, its upper cud 
being attached to some anchor on tile 
window sill or within tile building. 
in going down tin* rope slips through 
the pulley shell held by the user and 
revolves Ila- wheel inside. 
The two

ing on the pulley, and (In* tighter tin* 
two halves are squeezed together by 
the descending person tin* slower the 
descent. Thus tho user has definite 
Control over his speed without tearing 
■•his hands on the passing rope. A 
leather glove with an adjustable wrist 
strap is provided in order to make hold 
mg to the pulley less difficult. 


Q u ic k C a r P ain tin g . 
A process bas been patented by \\ filch 
a railway car can be thoroughly paint­ 
ed, inside and otu, in a fraction of the 
time usually required. The car is first 
given a priming coat and put in a dry 
ing oven which has a temperature of 
250 degrees F 
After drying for three 
hours it is removed anti painted. An 
other three hour period of baking fol­ 
lows, after which the car is ready Im 
a second coat. This process is re inuit 
<*d until the car has not only been 
painted, but tho necessary letters are 
also placed on the sides and it is var­ 
nished within. Tho length of time re­ 
quired depends upon the number of 
coats that are given aud the quickness 
with which they are applied.

It is asserted that the parti­ 
cles of tarry substances in the gas 
then coalesce and are deposited on tin- 
receiving elect rode.

Many times a motorcyclist or even 
un autoist is caught on the road ar 
night with tire trouble and finds him 
self without a trouble light 
In this 
difficult situation scrape up a small 
pile of sand, pour about a cupful of 
gasoline on it and touch a match to it 
This will burn for fifteen oi tw<mt> 
minutes and will provide sufficient 
light to make the repair. — Popular 
Science Monthly.
